Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Shelly Fussey on September 16, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 10, change the dependency from claim 1 to claim 52. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach combination of a targeting agent-therapeutic agent construct comprising 
at least a first therapeutic agent attached to a first targeting agent that binds to 
phosphatidylethanolamines expressed on the luminal surface of blood vessels of a 
vascularized tumor. 

All rejections of record are accordingly withdrawn. Examiner also finds that 
Applicant has complied with the written description requirement. The instant 
specification and the state of art provide adequate account of antibodies that binds to 
phosphatidylethanolamines (PE). Specification on pages 4-35, 67-76, 89-117, 122-123, 
146-151, 190-203 describes such antibodies. The state of art also describes preparation 
of antibodies directed to PE. See cited references C17, C27, C29. Applicant has 
submitted evidence and declaration on record that during the prosecution of the parent 
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case, which led to US Patent 6,818,21, data were submitted to show tumor treatment in 
vivo using a targeting agent-therapeutic agent construct in which the targeting agent is a 
binding protein. See specifically declaration by Thorpe, Ran and Brekken filed on 
January 14, 2005.
